Sir David Mason and the Corpora- 
tion entertained us in characteristic 
Scottish style. The haggis was piped 
in to the tune of “Happy We've Been 
a’ the Gither” by the City of Glasgow 
Police Band, at the end of which cere- 
mony the chairman proffered Pipe 
Major Gray the time-honored refresh- 
ment, acknowledgement by the Pipe 
Major with the traditional response, 
“Thanks and a health to you" spoken 
in Gaelic. 

A little secret history attaches to 
the fine new leopard skin which was 
worn by the Pipe Major for the first 
time and in our honor.

Explanations and Comments 


Paul had been asked in a letter 
from the Corinthian Church whether 
or not one might eat meat which had 
first been offered to idols. The letter 
probably suggested that, as an idol 
was not a real god, it did not matter 
if the food had been offered to it. 
The writers doubtless wished to be 
known as ‘‘the party which stood for 
liberty of conscience, and probably 
for the Pauline axiom, ‘All things are 
lawful to me.’ Paul's answer fol- 
lows in this eighth chapter. 

Moffatt’s version of Paul's woras 
makes them so clear that explana- 
tions are unnecessary: 

With regard to food that has heen 
offered to idols. Here, of course, ‘‘we 
all possess knowledge!” Knowledge 
puffs up, love builds up. Whoever 
imagines he has attained to some de- 
gree of knowledge, does not possess 
{j:e true knowledge yet; but if anyone 
loves God, he is known of Him. Well,
